XI. Specific Plane 

It le net promoted In ttole paper to advocate cooperation with the HOTX 
or any other *»igre group. Bather St te proposed to sponsor, train and 
equip bO. S. controlled Hungarian Legion, &ish a leal on would be of 
value to several 0. 5. agencies including the 0. S. Army, 7/0epe end 
Ogl re. from the Amy point of view, the legion could perfom service 
and guard duties prior to 2>-Bnj after which tine It could fight beside 
0. 5. troops on and after B-Dey. Trow the TJCape point of view, the 
legion would serve as an excellent recruiting center for non to be need 
either ao drop-ins, line eroseert, saboteurs or any of tbe other associated 
Jobs. Such a legion would serve as an excellent base for operations and as 
a recruiting center for Ogive. In addition to the individual benefits to 
bo gained frost the legion. It could, with proper leadership, develop into , 
a center of actual potential pover controlled and supported by the U. S. 

It could eventually drain off General ZA*0»s power and divert popular 
rapport to aa organisation under TT. £. command. 

The riots of establishing a Hungarian leg! os wait be fnoed before further 
consideration ean b# given to the natter. Until tbe present, no overt 
0. B. eovt has been mde to organise or support any of the enlgre groups 
in Austria. It it realised that the Western Powers should b# nest discreet 
In their dead lags with tbe antl-Coamnlet enigre* group* so that the 
delicate political and geographical situation will not be altered by a 
Busslas counter cove. Any by tho Soviets to blockade Vienna or 
partition the country would sore than offset the vain** to bo gained by the 
organisation of a legion. It Is also postibis that the Austrian Govern*#** 
night roles objections to ths U. 5. use of non -Austrian labor ae well as to 
the requisitioning of buildings end training areas required for tbe legion. 

A third scarce of objection sight be fro* tbe 0. 9. State depart sent which 
sight not approve the sponsoring of an unrecognised ealgre group. Severer, 
the prescedent for such a wove has already beta set la Austria and In . 

Germany ae veil. In Innsbruck, the french have organised an overt Hungarian 
guard eospaay, and in Germany, several 0. S. sponsored unifomed Polish units 
have been organised since 1946. In addition, tbe U. 5. Army prsssntly employs 
bath truck sad guard units oovpoeed entirely of local civil inns. These units 



are roraed tiddly by hiring civilians trox th» local labor pool. They 
are parol; ilrillMu la character Md receive no at liter? or poll t leal 
training, neither are thij barracked together.
